mately $150,000,000 in value between 
1020 and 1925 results in the 1925 
Federal farm census, announced to­ 
day, showed.

Sunday bent their efforts toward as­ 
suring citizens there is no cause to

panic-stricken.

ca«es were reported Saturday and as 
far as could be learned there were no 
additional cases during Sunday, al­ 
though the health 
department

closed that day. 
Dr. Charles F. Stahr, secretary of 
the board of health, issued a public 
statement in which he declared: “My 
personal opinion is that milk w’as re­ 
sponsible for the typhoid condition.” 
Dr. Frank Alleman, president of the 
health board, concurred 
with 
Dr. 
Stahr in assuring the citizens of Lan­ 
caster that they need not fear drink­ 
ing the water. 
In the meantime, City 
Chemist Godell and the state health 
department 
are 
making 
tests 
of 
samples of milk obtained in the bot­ 
tling plant where the disease is be­ 
lieved to have originated. 
Incom­ 
plete reports thus far, the chemists 
say, have failed to 
show’ 
typhoid 
germs in the milk samples. However, 
they explain, complete reports may 
sustain their suspicions.

Reading.—The territory included in 
the Berks county poor farm was the 
home of General Thomas Mifflin d u rj 
ing the Revolutionary War, historical 
records brought to light here show.
